a key and unlocked it. Po- 
licemen soon were arriving, and 
Baynes and a group of them 
herded the men back to the far 
end of the corridor. There they 
found the inner stairway bar- 
ricaded with beds, and then 
brought the prisoners back and 
out the door. 

Baynes reported all quiet at 
the workhouse today, with the 
prisoners causing no further 
difficulty. The warden made 
them go without breakfast. 

The workhouse is more than 
100 years old, and has long 
been considered inadequate. A 
city bond issue last May in- 
cluded $3,000,000 for a new 
one, and plans for it have been 
started. 

Predicts Start Soon. 

Sidney Maestre, chairman of 
the citizens watchdog commit- 
tee on use of the bond issue 
money, said the new workhouse 
probably can be started in the 
city’s fiscal year that begins 
next Tuesday.

The Chiefs Say ‘No’ 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The Post-Dispatch of March 31 car- 
ried a story about deputization of 
four St. Louis county police depart- 
ments as county police. In it Police 
Supt. Albert DuBois was quoted as 
saying that although a number of 
municipal departments had _  ex- 
pressed interest in deputization, only 
four “had received authorization.” 

The story clearly implied to me 
that many departments were clamor- 
ing'to be deputized, but had not yet 
met proper standards for deputiza- 
tion. 

Nothing could be further from the 
truth. Recently I myself talked with 
the police chiefs of 15 county mu- 
nicipalities and I asked them if they 
were interested in having their de- 
partments deputized. Two said they 
were interested, three didn’t know 
and 10 chiefs told me that they defi- 
nitely did not want their depart- 
ments deputized. 

These 10 gave a variety of reasons 
for not being interested. Some felt 
it would do them no good, others 
saw in this program possible en- 
croachment from Mr. DuBois’s de- 
partment. 

The plain truth of the matter is 
that only four local departments 
have been deputized because none of 
the others want to be deputized. 
Maybe they ought to want to be 
deputized, but they don’t. And nei- 
ther Mr. DuBois nor the Post-Dis- 
patch can make them want to.

Record of Mr. Hoover Jr. 


Herbert Hoover Jr. has been Under Secretary 
of State since October 1954—a period of about 
18 months. During that time he has established 
what must. be a new course record for foot-in- 
mouth diplomacy. His recent gyrations over For- 
mosa-Red China trade are only the latest in an 
impressive series of bobbles and blunders, of 
which the high-spots were these: 


1. Case of the Bandung Blooper. During the 
Bandung conference (April 1955) when President 
Eisenhower was in seclusion at his farm and 
Secretary Dulles in seclusion on his island, Chi- 
na’s Chou En-lai made a major speech in which 
he proposed direct talks with the United States 
to ease Far Eastern tensions. Mr. Hoover, firing 
from the hip in Washington, rebuffed this over- 
ture, to the great embarrassment of American 
policy in Asia. Secretary Dulles had to retract 
the rebuff as soon as he got back from his vaca- 
tion, and the direct talks, which led to the free- 
ing of American prisoners, were held at Geneva. 


2. Case of the Premature Hosannah. When 
Chancellor Adenauer visited Moscow (Sept., 
1955) and agreed to establish diplomatic rela- 
tions with the Soviet Union, Mr. Hoover, again 
in charge of the State Department during a 
Dulles vacation, issued a statement hailing this 
event as a great triumph for Western diplomacy. 
As subsequent events made clear, the triumph, 
if any, accrued to the Soviet Union and not the 
West. Under heavy criticism for the excesses of 
its “amateur propagandists,” the State Depart- 
ment quit talking about Bonn-Moscow relations 
as a victory for the West. 


3. Case of the Stop-and-Go Tanks. This time 
(February 1956) President Eisenhower was shoot- 
ing quail in Georgia and Secretary Dulles was 
basking in the Caribbean. Alone on the bridge, 
Mr. Hoover ran into a squall over the shipment 
of 18 tanks to Saudi Arabia. As public and con- 
gressional protests mounted, he embargoed the 
shipment; then, two days later, lifted the em- 
bargo and let it proceed, thus managing to ex- 
cite maximum displeasure on both sides. Either 
the deal was defensible from the beginning, or 
not. As Chairman Richards of the House For- 
eign Affairs Committee said, it was bungling 
to let the affair become an international incident. 


4. Case of the Vanishing Contraband. Trying 
to explain to a Senate committee why this coun- 
try had agreed to relax the allied embargo on 
certain exports to Soviet countries, Mr. Hoover 
casually remarked that Nationalist China itself 
had shipped “quite a number of millions of dol- 
lars’ worth of goods évery year” to Red China. 
Senator McCarthy and other friends of Formosa 
flew to Chiang'’s defense. For a few hours, the 
State Department bravely tried to back up Mr. 
Hoover by issuing various sets of figures. But 
finally Mr. Hoover went back before the com- 
mittee to testify that he had been all wrong; 
Formosa exports which might have found their 
way indirectly to mainland China in 1955 
amounted, he said, to only $250,000. 


This record since Mr. Hoover became Under 
Secretary contrasts sharply with the skilful job 
he was credited with doing in Iran before his 
promotion. Most of his blunders Yccur when 
Secretary Dulles is out of Washington on vaca- 
tion. We do not for a moment suggest that Mr. 
Dulles give up holidays from his strenuous la- 
bors, but it does seem plausible that he should do 
something about Mr. Hoover when he is away— 
perhaps, even take him along. 
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| Pass the Spinach 
News from Lakeland, Fla., may force a re- 
examination of the whole subject of childhood. 
Pupils at a grammar schoo! there who plan their 
own menus are said to be asking oftenest for 
spinach and least often for ice cream. This is 
a complete reversal of a long tradition. 


According to this tradition, children hated 
spinach, which their elders were forever pressing 
upon them because it was good for them. An 
early and famous cartoon in The New Yorker 
magazine showed a mother hovering over a child 
with the admonition, “Eat your broccoli, dear,” 
and the child responding, “I say it’s spinach and 
I say the hell with it.” Gradually spinach grew 
into the language as a sort of vegetarian syno- 
nym for baloney, and when the fashion authority 
Elizabeth Hawes wrote a book entitled “Fashion 
is Spinach,” just about everybody knew what 
she meant. 

Perhaps a sequel to that work is in order, to 
be entitled “Spinach is Fashionable.” Which it 
certainly seems to be, at least at Cleveland Court 
Grammar School, in Lakeland, Fla. 
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Politics and State Money 
Missouri's interest-free deposits take on a 
deeper political coloration with the disclosure 
that several state official, including State Treas- 
urer Bates and Gov. Donnelly, own stocks in 
banks benefitting by such deposits, and that 

others have made appeals for deposits. 


Whether or not serious conflicts of interest 
are involved, the practice hardly is in accord 
with sound public policy. State officials ought to 
be beyond the most remote suspicion of profit- 
ing by public funds, especially when such funds 
are not producing income for the state. 

So far as the State Treasurer is concerned, 
the law seems very clearly to forbid any profit 
from money in his charge. Yet Treasurer Bates 
declares that he was advised by the Attorney 
General's office that he could retain his 15 
shares in the Lexington Trust Co. in which he 
placed $300,000 of interest-free state money. 

He also declares that in Gov. Donnelly’s first 
administration, State Treasurer Richard R. Nacy, 
then vice president and now president of the 
Central Missouri Trust Co. of Jefferson City, 
likewise was assured that he could retain his 
bank stock. This ‘bank is one of the state’s larg- 
est depositories. 

There is no similar statute covering the Gov- 
ernor. Nor is there any apparent violation of 
the law in the placing of funds in banks in 
which State Senators Edward V. Long, Jack S. 
Curtis and Floyd R. Gibson have an interest, or 
in the requests for deposits by State Senator 
Clayton W. Allen. Yet what is not illegal still 

,may be considered improper. 


This impression is heightened by the reference 
of the State Treasurer to “Democratic banks.” 
That Curtis and Allen are Republicans changes 
matters little, if at all. But it is worth consider- 
ing whether such men should. 
by law to forego profitable dealings with the 
state while in office.

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Wisconsin’s ‘Popularity Test’ 

Whatever significance’ the Wisconsin primary 
has will not be found in the conflicting claims 
and counter-claims of the two parties. One side 
can be expected to minimize the results, the 
other to maximize them. Indeed this will go on 
until the last primary has been held next fall. 

The importance of the Wisconsin voting will 
be more apparent after the next primary in a 
farm state just as the Wisconsin result is of 
more interest because it follows the Democratic 
upturn in Minnesota. Senator Kefauver of Ten- 
nessee, unopposed on the Democratic side, has 
scored 42 per cent of the vote to 55 per cent for 
President Eisenhower, who had minor “favorite 
son” opposition. 

Four years ago there was a heated three-way 
G.O.P. presidential primary fight. Then the 
Wisconsin Republicans ran up a total of 75 per 
cent, after which Gen. Eisenhower won 61 per 
cent in the November election. Were the figures 
truly comparable this year, it could presage a 
loss of Wisconsin from the Republican ranks in 
November. It could, but there is nothing to 
make that more than possible at this time. 

In 1952 the Eisenhower ticket carried all ex- 
tept three Wisconsin counties. Tuesday the 
Democrats outpolled the Republicans in two 
of Wisconsin’s 10 congressional districts—farm 
areas in the northwestern part of the state. Does 
this means a serious agricultural protest is start- 
ing to be registered at the polls? 

If it does then the change is less an approval 
of Senator Kefauver than it is a vote of opposi- 
tion which any Democrat would haye reaped. 
The primary to watch is the next one that sends 
a large number of rural voters to the polls. That 
will be Illinois next Tuesday. 
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Home Rule for St. Louis Police 

The St. Louis Police Board has asked the City 
Counselor to reconsider his opinion that police 
recruits may be employed only if they have lived 
in the city for at least a year. Confusion arises 
from state control of the St. Louis police force 
which involves not only the appointment of 
board members by the Governor, but also much 
detailed regulation by the Legislature. 

The special legislative committee which re- 
cently investigated the St. Louis police itself 
concluded that the force has been hampered by 
Jefferson City control of relatively minor de- 
tails. Representative Jennie S. Walsh, the 
chairman, announced that she is ready to recom- 
mend relaxation of this interference. 

The Legislature can throw out the residerice 
rule. It can also drop the limit on the size of 
the force, the rank of its members, the number 
of police districts in the city, hours of work, re- 
muneration, and uniform allowances. 

Protection of life and property in St. Louis 
obviously is of greater concern to St. Louisans 
than it is to legislators from other parts of the 
state. Local authorities, even if appointed by 
the Governor, are bound to have a better grasp 
of the department's needs and how to meet them, 
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Symington Tackles a Tough One 

Assignment of Stuart Symington to the Sen- 
ate Agriculture Committee, in the series of 
changes following the death of Senator Harley 
M. Kilgore of West Virginia, gives Missouri’s 
junior Senator a place on a committee both 
prominent and important. It is a long time since 
Missouri has been represented on the committee 
which considers farm legislation and even now 
all the other members on the majority side are 
Southerners with the one exception of Senator 
Humphrey of Minnesota. This is a complex, 
baffling, highly charged field that Senator Sym- 
ington now enters. He will find, we suspect, that 
the problems of surpluses, parity and.price sup- 
ports will give the missiles, ballistic as well as 
guided, the atomic submarine and the hydrogen 
bomb a run for their money. 
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New Disarmament Plans 

From the London disarmament talks come en- 
couraging reports that some diplomats believe 
the Russians to be ready for serious negotiation 
on an arms limitation agreement. We hope so. 

The new Soviet proposal apparently calls for 
an effort to reach agreement on conventional 
armaments control without first reaching an 
agreement on atomic weapons, as the Russians 
have always insisted up to now. This procedure, 


say the Russians, would cohcentrate the negotiat- 


ing effort in a field where success is most likely. 
And if success were indeed achieved, then that 
would give impetus for an effort to solve the 
atomic control problem. It sounds reasonable. 

Is there something ominous, then, in the fact 
that United States Delegate Harold E. Stassen, 
in his counter-proposal, reportedly puts great 
emphasis on various ideas for atomic inspection 
and control? Is the West now veering toward 
priority for atomic control just at a time when 
the Russians, after insisting on that so loudly 
and so long, are veering the other way, toward 
prior control of conventional arms? 

Unfortunately something like this has hap- 
pened before. In 1954 the British and French 
with implicit American approval advanced a 
plan for limitation of armed forces and conven- 
tional armaments. The Russians have now ac- 
cepted this plan, but Western opinion is cool. 

Something always seems to come up which 
keeps the disarmament talks going, but pre- 
cludes agreement. This is why so many people 
believe that the main purpose of the various 
plans and counter-plans is not to obtain agree- 
ment, but to present a favorable propaganda 
front to the rest of the world. 

There is always a chance that on some bright 
day both sides will stop posturing for public 
effect and start seriously negotiating. Or, as it 
is possible to blunder into war, so perhaps a dis- 
armament pact may one day be reached by acci- 
dent. For these reasons alone it is worth con- 
tinuing the talks and examining with care every 
proposal made by anybody. 
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Traffic Slaughter

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The Old Haw and the Tipsy Robin Between Book Ends

For the past two years there has 
been an alcoholic staggering around in 
our front yard. In order to be more 
accurate, it perhaps would be best to 
spell it “alcohawlic” and say that it was 
“hopping around yowsns gil instead 
of just staggering around. 

Let me explain. We have a hawthorn 
tree in our front yard. It is possibly 
more than 50 years old and each fall it 
bears a bountiful crop of haws. These 
red haw berries stay on the tree 
through the fall months. Most of them, 
however, fall to the ground and occa- 
sionally a hungry squirrel will eat a few 
of them. These haws afte somewhat 
larger than most of the berries found 
in the woods and greatly fesemble a 
red-ripe miniature apple. 


Each morning before going to work, 
I usually look out the front window to 
see if a frisky squirrel or some out-of- 
the-ordinary bird is around the prem- 
ises, and often I am rewarded by seeing 
both birds and squirrels. Every morn- 
ing, rain or shine, for the past two 
years I would see a robin. It was the 
same robin because it could easily be 
identified by a peculiar white patch on 
the crown of its head. 

At first I thought the bird was sick. 
It had dull-looking eyes and, instead of 
standing on its feet as all orthodox 
robins would do, it would rest on its 
breast and only occasionally would it 
arouse itself to gobble up great quan- 
tities of the haws and then sink back 


in its stupor. This procedure went on 
all through last year, and when the 
haws were all gone the bird disap- 
peared. 

This year “our” robin was back. It 
had the same tell-tale white patch on 
its head and its same peculiar antics of 
wobbling around in the yard. Although 
I had never been able to approach it 
closely enough to catch a whiff of its 
breath, I had a suspicion that it was, 
through some unknown reason, getting 
“spifflicated” instead of being the sick 
bird it seemed to be. 


The mystery puzzled me and one 
morning when the bird erratically flew 
up in the tree as TI passed, I selected a 
large red haw from the ground under 
the tree and bit into it. The mystery 
was solved! Through the chemical 
changes in the sugar content, which 
evidently was caused by the freezing and 
thawing of the berries, the sugar had 
turned to alcohol and the haws tasted 
exactly like a high-grade apple jack. 


Fach morning thereafter I would s8a- 
lute my inebriated feathered friend be- 
fore going to work but it was so en- 
grossed in the gobbling up of the haws 
that it completely ignored my advances. 
I knew then it would come to a tragic 
end through “alcohawlism” or trying 
to whip a prowling cat. Evidently that 
is just what happened. One morning I 
found a few scattered feathers under 
the haw tree and that was all. 


Paul Preisler’s Service to St. Louis

No union official has ever won the 
annual St. Louis Award for some out- 
standing community service. This year 
we sincerely believe we have a man 
long and closely connected with the 
local labor movement who richly de- 
serves that recognition.

Dr. Preisler is the founder of the 
American Federation of Teachers Local 
420 and a leader in its activities.

To the contrary, he 
has given generously of his time and 
money to union activities and in behalf 
of many other good; and seemingly lost 
causes which meant nothing to him 
personally. 

But above all, for a quarter of a cen- 
tury, Preisler has been a tireless de- 
fender of the under-dog and unpopular 
movement, a champion of civil liberties 
and a vanguard fighter for an honest, 
secret and impartial ballot which he 
holds to be the cornerstone of our free- 
doms. 

The specific service for which we 
nominate him for the annual St. Louis 
Award this year is his singlehanded and 
successful court battle to reverse the 
results of a badly advised, shockingly 
unfair gerrymander of the state sena- 
torial districts in the St. Louis area 


made by the St. Louis Election Board 
in 1953. It was specifically and tor- 
tuously designed to help defeat some 
incumbents and elect others. Preisler 
took the matter to court. 


Although Preisler was not a lawyer 
when he filed the briefs and argued 
the points of law against several noted 
constitutional lawyers, his position was 
upheld by the State Supreme Court, 
and as a consequence, the present elec- 
tion board undertook to revise the 
boundaries of the four senatorial dis- 
tricts on a more equitable basis, 


Mr. Preisler is not the fiery crusad- 
ing type of person. A warm and friend- 
ly man, he presents his position dis- 
passionately, from the analytical ap- 
proach of the scientist he is. He taught 
biochemistry at Washington University 
for many years; served as a lieutenant 
colonel, in the Army in World War II; 
studied law at St. Louis University un- 
der the G.I. grant and was admitted to 
the Bar last year. He is a member of 
an old St. Louis family. His grand- 
father, a scholarly, liberal came from 
Germany, after the liberal revolution 
failed in 1848. 

We hope the distinguished citizens 
who will judge the award will give Mr. 
Preisler the consideration we believe 
he deserves. :

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Rise and Fall of a Party 
THE SOCIALIST PARTY OF AMERICA, by David 

A. Shannon. (Macmillan, 320 pags.,.$4.50.) 

Historian David Shannon of Teachers’ 
College, Columbia University, makes 
the latest contribution to the literature 
on Socialism with a friendly biography 
of the Socialist party in America. The 
book covers the rise and fall of organ- 
ized Socialist strength in the United 
States from the beginning in 1901 to its 
political demise in recent years. This is 
history—not an ideological study. 

The Socialist Party of America was 
founded at Indianapolis in July 1901 
with high enthusiasm: “Socialism is 
coming. It’s coming like a prairie fire 
and nothing can stop it. ... You can 
feel it in the air... .” ' 

The next 10 years seemed to warrant 
the optimism. In 1904, the Socialist 
candidate for President, Eugene Debs, 
polled 402,283 votes. In 1908, he was 
up to 420,713, and in 1912, Debs drew 
6 per cent of the 
popular vote, 897,- 
000 ballots. “In 
1910, the Socialists 
of Milwaukee won 
the municipal elec- 
tions and sent their 
leader, Victor Ber- 
ger, to Congfess. 
... In 1911, there 
were 33 Socialist 
cities and towns.., 
(including) Mil- 
waukee; Berkeley, 
Calif., Butte, Mont., 
and Flint and Jack- 
son, Mich.” 

Despite their 
growth, the Socialists were unable to 
suStain their momentum. Within their 
own groups, they quarreled over immi- 
gration policies and racial tolerance; 
they lost support because of their oppo- 
sition to American entry in World War 
I; they split on the question whether 
capitalism should be overthrown by rev- 
olution or evolution, with the more 
radical group becoming Communist. 

Socialist strength declined  stead- 
ily under the impact of prosperity in 
the '20s. Debs died in 1926, and Nor- 
man Thomas took over party leader- 
ship. Educated at Princeton and Union 
Theological Seminary, Thomas was a 
Presbyterian minister: “His strongest 
appeal was to the intellectuals.” 

Because prosperity was hard on their 
cause, the Socialists anticipated 
strength, power and fulfillment as a 
result of depression. “By the begin- 
ning of 1932 ... the Socialist party had 
rebuilt itself to a condition roughly 
comparable to its strength about 1908.” 
But it was no longer the party of Debs, 
of the working class—it was the vehicle 
of middle class intellectuals. Thomas’s 
Supporters in the 1932 campaign in- 
cluded Paul Douglas, John Dewey, Rein- 
hold Niebuhr, Elmer Davis, Henry Haz- 
litt, Stuart Chase, Ordway Tead, Alex- 
ander Woolcott and Deems Taylor. 

Norman Thomas polled 884,000 votes 
in the Hoover-Roosevelt contest of 1932. 
Obviously, the American people were 
not revolting against capitalism. The 
new President in time undercut most 
of the actual and potential support the 
Socialists enjoyed. “The story of the

. decline of the Socialist party since 1933 


is, for the most part, the story of the 
political success of the New Deal.” 
Shannon declares that American So- 
cialism died because (1) the two- 
party system makes third-party success 
very doubtful. (2) Americans are not 
very class-conscious; (3) there is con- 
siderable economic and social mobility 
in the United States; (4) Americans en- 
joy a high and aggro | standard of 
living from their capitalist economy. 
This leaves«much unsaid about the sig- 
nificance of the collapse. ha

FRENCH PLEDGE 
RESTORATION OF 
NATO STRENGTE 


Troops Sent to Africa to 
Be Replaced as Soon 
as Possibie, Mollet 
Asserts. 


PARIS, April 4 (UP) — Pre- 
mier Mollet promised today to 
restore France's full NATO 
strength, now depleted by mas- 
sive troop withdrawals to fight 
the Algerian rebellion. 

Mollet made the statement in 
a speech at ceremonies mark- 
ing the seventh anniversary of 
the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization and the fifth anni- 
versary of NATO's military 
arm, Supreme Headquarters of 
the Allied Powers in Europe. 

“I need not repeat to you 
that France will re-establish at 
the very earliest possible mo- 
ment the full strength of her 
contribution to the common de- 
fense on continental soil,” he 
said. 

France has withdrawn seven 
divisions from NATO—two of 
them in recent weeks—to cope 
with the spreading North Afri- 
can rebellion. Men from the 
Jast contingent of 30,000 still 
were arriving in Algeria. 


The withdrawals left France | 
with only two under-strength 
divisions in Europe. 

Progress Almost Fantastic. | 

Mollet spoke after talks by | 
NATO Secretary General Lord | 
Ismay of Britain and SHAPE | 
supreme commander, Gen. Al- | 
fred M. Gruenther. | 

Gruenther said NATO still | 
was not strong enough to repel | 
an all-out act of aggression but | 
said “I think that the progress | 
we have made already is almost | 
fantastic, considering the diffi- | 
culties we have had to over-| 
come.” 

He said five years ago when 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
took over SHAPE the organiza- 
tion was so weak it could deal 
only with military matters but

PITTSBURGH, April 4 (UP) 
'_—Dr. Jonas E. Salk is against 
giving third polio shots to chil- 
dren this year while supplies 
are short. 

He said two injections will 
protect most children during 
the coming polio season. Third 
shots should be delayed to make 
more vaccine available to chil- 
dren who need it most. 


“No child should get a third 
dose until all children have had 
two shots,” Salk said. “The 
third injections should be post- 
poned until 1957.” 


Salk made it plain he decided | 
to recommend postponement of | 


the third shots this year only 
because there is now substantial 


evidence that two doses—to a | 


certain extent even one—will 
give most children protection 
during the coming season. 

“On the basis of our 1955 
experience,” he said, “two doses 


can be expected to have such | 


a good effect that little risk is 


involved in delaying the third. | 


The third injection can be re- 
garded as the one which pro- 
vides a relatively long effect. 
Since this is not our immediate 
concern in 1956, the third dose 
should be delayed while sup- 
plies are short.” 


Degree of Protection.” 

Then what kind of protection 
can children expect this year if 
they have received only one or 
two shots? Salk provided this 
guide: 

One shot—Between 60 and 
100 per cent of the children 
who get one dose receive pro- 
tection against paralytic polio. 
This dose sensitizes the body’s 
defensive mechanism so that it 
reacts quickly and powerfully 
if polio virus threatens to in- 
vade the central nervous sys- 
tem. Since the first shot does 
not produce an immune re- 


sponse in all children, however, | 


a second shot is recommended. 


Two shots—Between 85 and | 
100 per cent of the children | 


who receive two shots can ex- 
pect protection. This is particu- 
larly true if the second shot is 


ably four, six or even more 
weeks after the first. 

Three shots—Indications are 
that between 95 and 100 per 
cent of the children who re- 
ceive three shots are protected. 
In addition, the level of their 
immunity appears to be equal 
to—and in some cases greater 
than—the immunity found in 
recovered polio patients. 


How Long Immune? 

The great remaining question 
is how long this  vaccine- 
induced immunity will last. 
| Salk, a polio research scientist | 
here, is devoting much of his | 
time and considerable energy 
to this problem. 

He is running tests on thou- 
sands of children who have 
received the vaccine. He also 
is doing extensive animal ex- 
periments. | 

“We still haven’t got the final | 
answer on the need for booster 
doses,” Salk said. “But all the | 
evidence so far indicates that | 
the effect of the vaccine de- | 
clines. very slowly. | 

“Our studies have progressed | 
to the point where we will be 
able to advise eVeryone well in 
advance if it becomes apparent 
that more than three doses will 
be needed. A fourth dose ‘at | 
this time would be a waste of 
vaccine.” | 

By Mid-Summer. |

ish giving two shots to children | 
under 15, and before the sea- | 
son hits its peak late in the | 
summer, there may be enough | 
vaccine to start inoculating | 
older children.

The Most Complex 
Show in TV History

NEW YORK, April 4. 

HE greatest single thing about Kraft’s marvelous 

production of “A Night to Remember,” the tale 

of the sinking of the Titanic, by Walter Lord, 
was simply that it was done at all in live television. 
A few years ago it 
would not have been 
possible, at least not 
possible with this 
marvelous attention 
to detail and flaw- 
less technical direc- 
tion. 

This was far and 
away the most com- 
plex production in 
television history. 
The show was done 
from the world’s 
largest TV studio, 
the NBC studio in 
Brooklyn. There 
" were 31 sets and 107 
Lo actors with a total 

of 72 speaking roles. 
Seven sets were con- 
structed in duplicate 
to be shown, at first 
dry, later with rising 
water. Sets included a portion of the hull and ab- 
solutely authentic reproductions of the interior, in- 
cluding the ‘bridge, radio room, cafe, crow’s nest, 
captain’s quarters, grand staircase, lifeboats: Every 
detail of the sets was exact. A marine engineer and 
draughtsman were employed to translate the original 
blueprints of the Titanic into the real thing.

I BRING UP all this technical detail because it 
contributed enormously to the show's impact. Sud- 
denly we were all transferred backward in time to 
April 14, 1912, before either World War had accus- 
tomed us to disaster. For the Titanic was a disaster 
in its day almost unimaginable in ours. Yet Walter 
Lord, who spent 28 years in research on his book, 
has recreated that moment in history with such pains 
taking fidelity that we suddenly are back in 1912. 

Lord’s respect for fact was faithfully adhered to 
by the director, George Roy Hill, who did a mi- 
raculous job of cutting back and forth from bridge 
to engine room to steerage to cabins. .From his 
unwieldly cast, Hill got splendid co-operation. Actors 
cut in and out wth marvelous precision, some of the 
scenes being only a few lines long.

IN FACT, it was this that kept us rooted to our 
chairs. The Titanic was an immense craft and the 
great drama of the occasion—as Lord makes full 
use of in his book—is that a fact that meant one 
thing in one part of the ship meant something quite 

= different somewhere else. This, incidentally, is some- 
s thing characteristic of all disasters as anyone who 
has ever covered one can tell you. 

Five minutes after, say, an explosion you will get 
25 different stories from 25 different witnesses; the 
character of the witness enters deeply into what he 
saw, or believed he saw. As the stark truth came 
home to the many passengers on the Titanic, they 
each reacted with gayety or gallantry or cowardice 
in their special predestined way and this is what 
gave the play an awe-inspiring dramatic punch.

Famed Gambling Casino at Monte Carlo 


It's Said to Pay Prince Rainier About $175,000 a Year—Reporter Finds It Not Very Exciting

This is the last of a series 
of articles on Monaco, home of 
Grace Kelly after she marries 
Prince Rainier III in Monte 
Carlo April 18-19. 


MONTE CARLO, Monaco, 
April 4. 
SUALLY I get out late in 
[J tne evening for a fairly 
good walk. In my first days 
here, the hotel attaches would 
greet me on my return by 
asking, “Have you been to the 
Casino?” 

“No,” I'd say. 

“No?” They were really sur- 
prised, since everyone who 
comes to Monaco is supposed 
to be Casino-bound. After a 
few days they changed their 
evening greeting. 

“And you haven't been to 
the Casino yet?” 

“No, not. yet.” 

But, of course, I would get 
there in due time. I had been 
given betting commissions by 
three wealthy friends at home. 


One managed to produce $5. 
“Play it on zero,” he said. 

The other two chipped in $1 
each. “On 34. 


So eventually I would go to 
the Casino. 


Now this most famous of 
gambling places is on the tip 
of a high, stubby point on the 
north side of Monaco Harbor. 


One hundred years ago there 
was no Monte Carlo. The point 
was a rough place where the 
limerock was full of holes and 
caves, so it bore the name Les 
Spelunges. 


Goats perhaps grazed on it, 
and I believe the owner of the 
place managed to grow a few 
flowers for the perfumeries. 
But it was really nothing. 


Over across the harbor, in 
his palace on the Rock of Mon- 
aco, the reigning prince, Charles 
III (Rainier’s great-great- 
grandfather), who succeeded his 
father, Prince Florestan, in 
June, 100 years ago, was faced 
with financial troubles. Taxa- 
tion of the people was heavy, 
with a result that the princi- 
pality had been reduced to its 
present diminutive size by re- 
cent rebellions of its eastern 
parts, adjacent to the Italian 
border. 


So Prince Charles authorized 
the ‘opening of a gambling 
establishment near the palace 
on the Rock, but in spite of 
changes of site and €Gonces- 
sioners, no great profits were 
made by anybody. For one 
thing and that was enough. 
Monaco in those days was not 
easily accessible by land, and 
no adequate boat service linked 
it with Nice, 12 miles along 
the shore. 


Then in 1863, the gambling- 
house king, Felix Blanc, find- 
ing his successful German 
casinos about to be closed by 
new laws bought the Monaco 
concession. Only then did 
Monte Carlo—named for Prince 
Charles III—really begin to 
burgeon to heights of magnif- 
icence and fame. 

* — * 


HE casino was already there 
—in some form, I don’t 
know exactly what. But its 
cornerstone had been laid in 
1858 with ceremonies presided 
over by 10-year-old Prince 
Albert, Rainier’s great-grand- 
father, who was to become one 
of the world’s great scientists 
in the field of oceanography 
and of creatures that dwell in 
the profound depths of the sea. 
(A few days ago, in the 
amazing Oceanic Museum which 
Albert I founded on the Rock 
of Monaco, I saw preserved in 
glass bottles two little fishes 
drawn up from a depth of 3300 
fathoms by one of the prince’s 
expeditions in 1910—the most 
abyssal fish known to science.) 
Better steamer service from 


. Nice was provided; better car- 


riage service on the _ great 
mountain road of the Grand 
Corniche, which Rome laid out 
(if not even the Phoenicians) 
and Napoleon had redone. 

And something else soon was 
under way. Those seceded areas 
to the northward, which had set 
themselves up as little repub- 
lics, united with France in 1860. 
Whereupon France proceeded 
to construct a shore road to 
link them with Nice—the Lower 
Corniche, which runs _ right 
through Monaco. 


Later the railroad came, and 
with it arrived the really golden 
days. 

So business of the casino 
boomed. And Monaco, sharing 
in its profits, became so afflu- 
ent that in 1869 Prince Charles 
abolished all direct taxation. 
The casino was taking care of 
everything—and to a major 
extent, it still does. 

There is no direct personal 
taxation today, though there 
are some hidden (and some- 
times not too hidden) assess- 
ments. I’m told that there is a 
tax on business transactions. A 
small levy will be hidden in 
my hotel bill, I understand. 
And I know that I paid a 10 
frane (three cents) tax when I 
gave a travel agency a $10 
United States advance payment 


f 


on a hotel reservation in an- 
other country. 

Grace Kelly, even if she stops 
working, can be supported by 
her husband in the style to 
which both are accustomed. 


I'm told that Prince Rainier 
gets from the casino manage- 
ment a flat annual payment of 
52,000,000 francs, or -about 
$175,000. I've made no investi- 
gation of the financial setup, 
but if that figure isn’t right, 
then residents hereabouts aren't 
well informed. 

(Hollywood reports that Grace 
Kelly earns about $250,000 per 
year. But she has to pay in- 
come tax on that. The income 
of the prince is tax free.) 

Within 10 years of. taking 
over, Monsieur Blanc had put 
a big addition onto the casino, 
and had begun building an ad- 
joining 


theater, which was 
opened in 1877, shortly after 
his death. 


. * * 


HE plush Monte Carlo setup 
T of today controlled by the 

Greek shipping magnate, 
Aristotle Onassis, includes the 
huge, ornate casino and theater 
building, its main facade look- 
ing upon a beautiful park, the 
de luxe Hotel de Paris (ornate, 
too, designed, as the casino was, 
by the architect of the Paris 
Opera House) on one side of 
the park, with the International 
Sporting Club close to it, and 
facing the park from the other 
side, the Cafe de Paris, with 
its restaurant, its Can-Can night 
club, and its world-famous ter- 
race cafe. 

With -the exception of. the 
Sporting Club, all these, like 
nearly everything in Monaco, 
are on terraces. The casino is 
terraced on the seaward end of 
Monte Carlo. Below it are its 
own promenades on two or 
three decending levels, then the 
railroad on a still lower ter- 
race, and lower again a trap- 
shooting green on a terrace 
just above the Mediterranean. 

These (railroad and Mediter- 
ranean excepted) all belong to 
Onassis, and comprise the core 
of his Monte Carlo empire. 

I lunched one noon on the 
terrace of the Cafe de Paris, 
and lunched very well, and also 
fairly reasonably as Monte 
Carlo prices run. 

As an aperitif, a light amonti- 
lado sherry from Spain's Jerez 
de la Frontera, with just a 
touch of bitters in it. Then a 
single jellied egg on a small 
serving of cooked vegetable 
salad with mayonnaise; a large 
trout broiled to order, with po- 
tatoes and brussels sprouts; roll 
and butter; a small bottle of 
plain table water, and at the 
end, a coffee eclair and cafe- 
au-lait. I should also mention 
the excellent dinner music that 
went with it—by members of 
the Casino Theater’s symphony 
orchestra. 

For this very elegant, if not 
too hearty repast, I paid a total 
of 1880 francs, or approximately 
$5.50, including the _ service 
charge, but not additional tip. 
I would have paid as much 
or more in a top-grade restaur- 
ant in America. 

The francs, by the way, were 
French francs. Monaco is tied 
in with the French monetary 
system, and French money is 
what you'll usually find here. 

But the principality issues 
some of its own coins in pieces 
up to 100 francs, the 100-franc 
piece, of silver alloy (bigger 
than a 100 franc coin of France) 
bears a portrait of Rainier III. 

“But they won't take that 
in Nice,” I’ve been warned. 
“Monaco coins are good only 
in the principality.” 

Monaco does have its own 
postal system, and its own 
stamps—which will carry a let- 
ter anywhere. 

A few minutes after 1 o'clock 
I strolled out into the beauti- 
fully groomed park. Men and 
women were on the benches 
reading their papers; children 
were enjoying rides on little 
donkeys; a richly-dressed old 
lady hobbled across to it from 
the Hotel de Paris on spike- 
heeled shoes. 

a 


HE men of Cartier’s branch 
T shop (in the Hotel de Paris 

building) were pulling the 
steel barriers down over their 
window displays of diamonds 
and such; equally diamondifer- 
ous Van Cleef & Arpels, under 
the casino, was already closed. 
So were most of the shops along 
the Avenue de la Costa and 
Boulevard des Moulins, which 
meet at the head of the park. 
They had been closed from 
around 12. 

The pawnshop of town, which 
is up there looking down at 
the casino, probably was closed, 
too. It’s a very fashionable 
pawnshop, Not to be outdone by 
Cartier, it. shows jewels and 
silverware in its windows. 

In the quiet of the usual 
two-hour noonday closing, I 
wandered hither and yon; and 
at one point in my wanderings 
I found myself where steps run 
down from the Boulevard des 
Moulins to the Avenue de 
Grande Bretagne, which a 
sign said used to be called the 
Avenue of Flowers. The steps 
still bear their old name, 
Escalier des Fleurs. 

Now I had no objection to 
having Great Britain properly 
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IN ADDITION TO THE 


honored by having an avenue 
named for it in Monte Carlo, 
yet I thought it a shame that 
it. had to be done by abolishing 
such a very lovely name as 
Avenue of Flowers. Couldn't 
they have found some name 
like Back street or the Avenue 
de Jones to do their changing 
with? 

Yet it was all with good 
reason, as I soon learned when 
I walked down to what turned 
out to be the avenue’s dead- 
end—for down there is the 
English church, St. Paul's. 

It’s a very nice-looking church 
with a yellow stucco exterior, 
and an interior done simply in 
pale blue and white—very sim- 
ple, yet pleasing. 

But I must confess that my 
chief interest in it lay in the 
fact that it was doubtless the 
very church about which one 
of the amusing gambling stories 
of some 50 years ago was told. 

It seems that one Sunday 
morning —and to the casino, 
Sunday is like any other day of 
the week—a certain English 
gentleman of title went to the 
service in the Anglican church. 

At one point a hymn was an- 
nounced — number 32 in the 
regular hymnal. And while it 
was being sung by the congre- 
gation, the man left the church 
as he had no special desire 


at the moment to be sermoned. 


He walked idly along, whis- 
tling the hymn and very soon 
found himself at the casino. 
He entered the game room 
just in time to hear the call 


“32” from one of the roulette 
tables, and then “32” from an- 
other. 


Immediately he played 32 in 
every way possible, and won. 
Then he went to another table 
and another, playing 32 and 
usually winning — making the 
rounds of the tables time after 
time, and walking off with the 
equivalent of several thousand 
dollars. 


Word of this remarkable run 
of luck got passed around. And 
the story goes on to tell that 
on the following Sunday, when 
the number of the hymn before 
the sermon was announced at 
St. Paul's half the men of the 
congregation rushed out to the 
gaming tables. 


Never since, it goes on, has 
the Anglican church in Monte 


Carly announced, before the 
conclusion of the serman, any 
hymn of lower than 37—the 


point being that the numbers 
in the roulette play run from 
zero up to 36. 


It’s an excellent yarn, which 
dates from a time when St. 
Paul’s hymns evidently were 
announced as the service pro- 
gressed, and not posted in ad- 
vance, as I judge that they are 
now. There are now slotted 
boards set up for that purpose 
and if the numbers are put 
into place early enough, mem- 
bers might be able to take a 
quick peek, and then place a 
few bets before church time.

HE handsome principal fac- 
T ade of the famous gambling 

casino was flooded with 
light when I walked up its 
broad steps shortly before 8:30 
one evening. Many 
entered with me, and we 
checked our outer coats and 
hats just inside the first doors; 
but few of the others, I found, 
were casino-bound, for

The 
casino is for foreigners; in fact, 
1 believe its legal name has 
been from the beginning “The 
Sea Bathers and Foreigners 
Club,” and the ticket is a sort 
of membership that you buy. 

The American ladies said that 
their look at the —_— hall 
through the glass rs hadn't 
impressed them.

Only two roulette tables were 
operating. The players spoke in 
undertones, and the croupiers 
too, spoke softly as they called 
the number and color each time 
the little white ball entered a 
slot on the wheel. Occasionally 
there was a rattle of chips. 

There were not 50 persons 
playing and there was no big 
play. Sometimes the _ green- 
covered table would be covered 
with chips, but I noticed that 
they were nearly all of only 
200-france or about 60-cent de- 
nomination, the minimum play 
permitted. 

Tables in the room beyond, 
where I understand there is a 
higher minimum, weren't in 
operation, The croupiers were 
just sitting around waiting— 
perhaps for a later-hour crowd.

One of the overly optimistic 
features of South's bidding was 
that even when he learned that 
North had two aces, there was 
certainly no assurance that one 
of those aces was in clubs, as 
it had to. be if the opponents 
were not to win the first two 
tricks. And aside from that, the 
missing cards had to lie in an 
extremely favorable way for 
South to have any chance for 
the slam 

Obviously, a club lead would 
have written finis to South's 
hopes, but West had a more 
natural spade lead, and opened 
his top card of that suit. South 
won and led a heart. East took 
the trick and had no problem— 
all he had to do was exit in 
spades or diamonds and then 
sit back. .and wait for the set- 
ting trick in clubs. 

South should have seen that 
the one hope for the contract 
was to avoid a club loser. He 
should have cleared the spades 
and diamonds from his own 
hand and dummy before leading 
a trump. With 10 trumps in the 
combined hands there was a 
distinct chance that the ace of 
trumps was blank. If the de- 
fender with the trump ace also 
held the club *king he would 
have to lead frdm that card to 
the combined tenace in the 
North-South hands. 

That, of course, is 
should have happened. Dummy 
would discard one club on the 
third diamond, and.a heart play 
then would force East on lead, 
If he returned a club, declarer

Your Food Problems 
Green Bean Variations 


By Edith M. Barber

GREEN BEAN VARIATIONS CAN ADD EYE-CATCHING APPEAL TO MOST MEALS. SERVE WITH 
CREAM SAUCE OR A CRANBERRY-VINEGAR-MUSTARD GLAZE. 


HIS country is a fertile 
land. Of course, we are 
proud of our industries, but 
the basis of our prosperity is 
undoubtedly our agriculture. 
We all appreciate the fact 
that most of our citrus fruits 
come from the south and the 
west. From these sections we 
obtain a constant supply of 
fresh vegetables. We are not 
s6 conversant with the sources 
of our canned and frozen vege- 
tables. This is a matter of 
great importance, however, to 
food processors. Both climate 
and soil play a part in the pro- 
duction of quality products. 
Recently I learned that the 
peas for a rather new dehy- 
drated soup come almost en- 
tirely from the Middle West. 
Many of the green beans for 
canning are grown and packed 
in Oregon and Washington, and 
to some extent in a few other 
states. The special variety is 
known as “Blue Lake.” They

are stringless, as almost all 
fresh and frozen beans on the 
market are today, although 
from habit we still call them 
string beans. 

Unlike most other strains of 
green beans this type is almost 
straight, and is often canned 
whole or sliced lengthwise. 
They can also be obtained 
sliced as some people like the 
smaller pieces, The beans may 
be drainéd and the liquid re- 
duced to half the quantity over 
heat, Then the beans are add- 
ed and thoroughly heated. 

I like them best, however, 
merely heated in cream to 
which a dash of nutmeg and 
salt to taste may be added. 
Sometimes I add a little minced 
onion. For a luncheon main 
dish the beans may be com- 
bined with a cream sauce sea- 
soned with herbs or stuffed pi- 
miento or stuffed olives. They 
are also popular when com- 
bined with mushrooms. A novel 


dressing is supplied by com- 
bining a small amount of cran- 
berry sauce with vinegar and 
mustard. 

Pungent Green Beans. 

One No. 303 can green beans. 
One-half cup cranberry sauce, 
two teaspoons prepared mustard 
one tablespoon vinegar. 

Drain liquid from green beans 
into saucepan. Boil liquid un- 
covered for about eight minutes 
to reduce quantity; add beans, 
cover simmer for few minutes 
until heated through. Melt 
cranberry sauce in small sauce- 
pan with mustard and vinegar. 
Pour glaze over beans to coat 
well. Toss before’ serving. 
Yield: Four servings. 

Green Beans in Cream. 

Drain beans. Combine one- 
fourth cup liquid with one- 
half cup cream or rich milk. 
Add beans, cover and simmer 
over low heat until thoroughly 
heated. Add nutmeg, salt and 
pepper to taste.
